The prior art does not disclose or suggest wherein at least a portion of said liquid fills up 
a recess through which said radiation beam irradiates said spot, said recess including a 
concave portion of said surface of said at least one optical element nearest to said 
layer in combination with all the other steps recited in independent claim 1 .
